Upon reconsideration the rejections under 35 USC 1 12 have been overcome 
in light of applicants' amendment and comments of 2/6/06 and 6/17/05. The scope 
of the invention has been limited as set forth in the amendment of 2/6/06. The 
specification contains numerous examples, in excess of 500, sufficient to 
exemplify the invention as presently claimed. Further, Takeuchi EP 0747355 
contains, for example, only 1 non-analogous compound having the recited - 
NR 46 R 47 terminal tertiary amine in addition to differing at the R x substituent which 
must be non-hydrogen as recited and the X substituent which is alkylene or 
alkylene-phenylene-alkylene instead of alkylene-phenyl as disclosed in example 21 
of Takeuchi EP 0747355. 

Accordingly, claims 1, 4, 10-14, 18,19, 21, 28-31, 34, 36-39, 41-45, 47 and 
5 1 are allowed.
